Ind not fer 
from thens in an other plate he had made a man of cos 
pet wyth a bowe iu his hande, poyntyuge with hy's A- 
ro We to the Lampe. And ſo it foztuned vpon a tyme 
the doughters of Rome Wente a ſpoztynge in an enes
